The Selectmen have registered 
their opposition to House Bill 1584, 
which would allow the removal of 
gravel for projects paid for with 
public funds, without approval of 
local authorities. 

This bill, according to scrutiny 
by Town Counsel Fredric S. 
O’Brien, specifies that the land 
owner and the state DPW must give 
permission for the removal. All 
town regulations are specifically 
ignored in the bill. 

The legislation states that gravel 
needed for any public project, paid 
for in whole or in part by public 
funds, may be excavated without 
local permission.

Do You Want Billboards? 


The Selectmen are planning to object to the proposal 
for a billboard on Route 93 — an item that comes under 


the jurisdiction of a state division. 


The request came down through the chain of command, 
and the Selectmen have been given the opportunity to pro- 


test granting of the 20X10 sign. 


This they will do, on the grounds that Andover has 
been free of this sort of advertising, and that town by- 
laws prohibit the placement of signs of this size. 

Hopefully, the state will listen to the town and refuse 
the sign. For, once one commercial billboard is erected 
along Route 93, we shudder to think of the hundreds that 
might be placed there in the next year or two. Then, we 
suppose, commercial interests will want to plaster Route 
495 with signs too — thus creating a worse condition. 

This is the time to stop the nonsense — let’s not wait 


until a precedent has been set, then complain. 


Insufficient Planning 


In an editorial last week, the Townsman recorded its 
opposition to an article in the warrant, asking for money 
to reconstruct the parking area at the High School, and to 
construct what is known as a utility area. The article also 
specified that certain drainage work would be done in the 
general High School area, as a step in continuing the 
development of that property for recreation and school- Go 


sponsored athletics and teaching. 


The School Committee has now decided to reduce its 


request to $25,000 — dropping off $20,000 from the orig- 


nal, 


The plan now calls for reconstructing the parking area 
and building the utility section, on which classes can be 
held and where instructors can teach various sports — 


one of which happens to be tennis. 


During summer months, the utility area will be avail- 
able for public use, probably under the direction of the 
Recreation Committee. This conceivably will satisfy the 
demands of those who, last year, asked the town for 
money to construct tennis courts for public use, 

It looks to us as though the School Committee has 
rushed headlong into a proposal which, though good in 
theory, may prove expensive in the future unless further 
study is given to it now. After about nine months, a spe- 
cial sub-committee appointed by the School Board had met 
only a couple of times, and had no specific plans other 
than those verbally discussed. Cost estimates were hur- 
riedly obtained when the warrant deadline drew near. 

There appears to have been insufficient time spent in 
studying the High School property for recreational and 


athletic activities. 


And apparently even while at a headlong gallop, the 
Committee realized this and also inserted an article ask- 
ing for $2,500 for an over-all engineering and recreational 


survey of the site.

Don’t Like Signs 
Along Route 93 


The Selectmen will vigorously 
oppose a request by’ a Methuen 
businessman for permission to 
place a sign along Route 93. 

But whether the opposition does 
much good is still debatable. 

The Board was informed Monday 
that the Red Tavern in Methuen 
wishes to erect a 20x10 billboard 
on private land in Lowell Junction, 
facing Route 93. The request went 
to the State Billboard Division, in 
conformance with the statutes.
